Just as she staggered out the Lake Bluf! 
■fire department arrived on the scene. The 
■^remcn forfeit Mrs. Uosai to abandon her 
.frantic attempts to enter and themselves 
iried on entrance. However the house was 
a roaring furnace and to f;et in was an im- 
possibility. 

tThe firemen then devoted their efforts to 
Iry lo save the property, uaing Ibe chem- 
i<^l enfpne aa much oa possible while the 
mother directed their efforts hoping to save 
the boy.-. 

Tbere'iB'BO water on tbe west aide of 
the village and tbe chemical was the only 
thing that could be made use of. 

In the charred embers at one aide tbe 
Bremen found the body of little Peter. It 
wiw burned almoat beyond recognition and 
the remains were removed to the villnge 
^all where the inqucat was held. 

The boy may hove tried to fight hia woy 
out of a window or some opening, judging 
from the.position of the body when found. 
Few beyond tbe firemen and the tuother 
knew that the body of the boy wos in the 
ruins. It was Fireman Art Anderson who 
iliscovered the bead of the boy projecting 
out beyond some of the charred timbers. 

Just how the fire started is a mystery 
but neighbors wag Ibeir heads and sug 
gest retributive justice. 

Mrs. Rosiii was about a year ago arreat- 
ed with her alleged paramour for the mys- 
terious death of her lover's wife, Mrs. 
Muto, 

It is said that Salvatore Muto and Mrs. 
Uosai had been living together for two or 
throe years when one day Muto received a 
letter telling him that his wife, whom he 
bad left in Italy, was coming lo this 
country. 
He is said to have written her telling her 
. to stay where she was but ahe came along 
to this country unexpectedly and came to 
stay in the same house with Muto and Mrs. 
Eosai, bis alleged mistress. There were 
quarrels and troubles galore but the bus* 
hand is said to have preferred Mrs. Rossi. 
After a few days of this Mrs. Muto fresh 
from Italy, was suddenly and mysteriously 
ill and died as suddenly and mysteriously 
of severe pains in the stomach. 

Muto and filrs. Rossi were at once 
arrested on suspicion and after a long 
drawn out existence in the Lake county 
jail in Wuvkegan were discharged in an 
admittedly "not proven" case. 

It was olways believed that they had, 
administered arsenic to the dead Mrs. 
Muto to got her out of tbe way. 

They wore freed, and until the tragedy 
it was thought that tboy had left this part 
of tbe world. Then like a thunder clap 
came the news of the strange death of little 
Peter, said to be a love child of Mrs. Rossi 
and muto. ' 

Muto was away at his work at the time 
the fire took place.

Wlllemstad, Island of Curacao.- Tho 
relations between Venezuela and tho 
people cC the Island of Curacao, Dutch 
West Indies, are strained to the break- 
ing point. „ . . ,t 

Following a long series of what tho 
rosidents of Curacao regard as antag- 
onistic actions on the part of Presi- 
dent Castro, directed against them- 
selves and the Dutch government, 
mobs gathered in force at this capital 
Saturday rilght and Sunday and ex- 
pressed their resentment In an attack 
upon tho home of a Venezuelan who 
had published statements In Vene- 
zuelan papers derogatory to the Island, 
and later made violent demonstrations 
In front of the residence of the Vene- 
zuelan consul; surrounded the German 
consulate where he had taken refuge, 
and compelled the ordering out of 
armed troops so that the consul might 
be protected from Injury. 

Tho demonstration before the resi- 
dence of the Venezuelan consul, Senor 
Lopez, occurred late at night, and al- 
though no actual attack was raado, it 
is stated that two shots were fired 
from the consul's house, no one, how- 
over, being Injured. 

Prior to this, about ten o'clock at 
night, a mob numbering about 1,000 
gathered in front of tho dwelling of a 
Venezuelan resident who. It is alleged, 
had Insulted Curacao In tho Venezue- 
lan, papers; broke down the doors 
wllii stones and, seizing Ihe man, com- 
pelled him to sign a paper which set 
forth an elaborate excuse for tho pub- 
Ilcallou of Iho Btatements with which 
he was charged. 

Tho leaders of tho populace also 
forced him to make a public apology 
from the balcony of his borne, while 
tho crowd below hooted and groaned 
in accompaniment. Furthermore, mem- 
bers of the man's family were com- 
pelled to play tho Dutch national 
hymn, whllo tho people below shouted 
"Down with Costro; long may Wll- 
helmlna live."

•ral ABiombly to the number of ten 
thousand copies, with a view of giving 
ii a widespread circulation throughout 
tho Btato. Ita oxaot akntuB was de- 
■eribed in the printed rciolutlon aa "a 
volnmo to accompanv tb« roport of tho 
■pooial committee.'' The special re- 
port oonaisting of the pamphlet of ono 
hundred and seven pages was printed 
at the time, which was submittod to tho 
House of BcprBsentatiTeH. The work 
Tras dono under the direct suporviBlon 
of tho ofiicors of tbo loglslature. 
Eeport Moderate and Dignified. 
The report was moderate Jn temper 
and lone; statesmanlike in conception. 
Tho covers of tho record, however, 
were fairly bursting with storicB, told 
under oath, of brutality, mendacity, in- 
competency, starvation nnd evon crim- 
inality in tho Btato Institutions. It was 
a record that puts to ahnmo any gover- 
nor, under whose ndmlniatrntion it was 
compiled. The Icgislnturo following tho 
ordinary procedure in such caeca, left 
the duty of issuing tho volume of evi- 
dence to Secretary of Stnio BofiC. 
HaTO Mysteriously Disappeared.

-His Conduct of the Famous Rebate 

Case le Severely Arraigned 

and a New Trial le 

Ordered. 

Chicago.— Fodernl' judges In the 
court of appeals lifted ' the burden 
of a ?29,240,000 Hne from the shoul- 
ders of the Standard Oil Company "of 
Indiana Wednesday and reversed the 
Judgment of Jndgo Landla, by which 
tho heaviest nno ever Imposed In a 
federal court was saddled upon the oil 
company found guilty on i;4G2 counts 
of accepting rebates from railroads. 
Speedy rehearing of the case, which 
has attracted widespread attention, Is 
tonsldered Improbable, and tho coun- 
sel for tho oil company contend that 
a second conviction cannot bo ob- 
tained. 

Tho case was remanded with Instruc- 
tions that a new trial bo held. 

Tho Jurists making up the court of 
^appeals aro Judges Grosacup, Seaman 
and Daker. 

Judge Grosscup delivered tho opin- 
ion of the court, Judges Bakor and 
Seaman concurring, and in sharp a^ 
ralgnmoht of the conduct of tho trial 
Judge Intimated that bo may have 
presumed to hold himself above the 
law. 

Judge Landls Called Arbitrary. 
Tho decision declares that tho man- 
ner In which Judgo Landla decided 
upon tho number of offenses that had 
been committed by the defendant com- 
pany was arbitrary. It holds that 
some other method than tho ono ho 
used should have been applied. 

Then It passes to tho amount of tho 
fine, which it declares was "aufflclent 
to have wiped out many times tho 
property of tho defendant." Tho court 
holds that tho only company on trial 
was tho Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana. It says that this corporation 
alone could ho punished and that to 
attempt to punish Us holding corpora- 
tion would be to assert that a person 
could be punished who was never be- 
fore the court or who had never stood 
trial. This, tho judges say, would be 
to assert a startling principle of law. 
Othen Than Commerce Law. 
Tho court declares that the ;ar 
ralgnment of tho vlolatlpptf^an inter- 
state commr^jj/t00f^ to bo com- 
^lJf?\fia<ftl"*5^T^ii^uo results of sueh 
violations were not too atrongly stated. 
It says/ howo'vor, that tho Interstate 
commerce law tu not tho only ono In 
the United States, and that It Is bo- 
cause thoro aro others that tho cnso 
is reversed and remanded. 

On the amount of tho flne, tho uppor 
court said: 

"Did the court in tho flno Imposed 
abuse Its discretion? The defendant 
Indicted, tried and convicted was tho 
Standard Oil company, a corporation 
of Indiana. Tho capital stock of this 
corporation la |1,000.000. There Is 
nothing in tho record in tho way of 
evidence that some ot the assets of 
the corporation wore in otcess of that 
amount. It may therefor© bo safely 
assumed that but for tho relation of 
tho defendant to another corporation 
not heforo the court, the court would 
have measured out punishment on tho 
basis of tho facts Just stated." 

Tho judges then commented on the 
punishment of the defendant In such a 
large amount and continued, saying: 
"Briefly stated, the reason of" the 
trial court for imposing this sontonco 
was because It was brought out on ex- 
amination that tho capital stock of 
tho Standard Oil Company of Indiana 
was principally owned by tho Now 
Jersey corporation, a corporation not 
before tho court The trial court, add- 
ing that in concessions of tho charac- 
ter for which the defendant before the 
court had been Indicted, tried and 
convicted, the New Jersey corporation 
was not a 'virgin' offender. 

"Can an American Judgo, without 
abuse of Judicial discretion, condemn 
anyone who has not had his day in 
court? That to our minds, Is strange 
doctrine In Anglo-Saxon Jurispru- 
dence,"
